The new French liner Normandie 


i'wlll consume' approilmately'S 0,000 
barrels of fuel oil to drive her 79,280 
tons across the Atlantic and back. 
the Colonial Beacon Oil Company re- 
vealed in -explaining- tkat special ar- 
rangements have been completed for 
fueling this monster vessel In New 
York. As the Normandie arrives at 
her. pier in New York a fleet of steel 
fuel oil barges, moored on the op- 
posite side of the river, will cast off 
their line and be rapidly, towed 
alongside the French liner. 


Load lines will then be connect- 


ed with the ship's steam lines and 
special pumps will~be set- in motion 
to get the «bip bunkered. " The Nor- 
mandie's 160,000 horsepower is suf- 
Iclent to drive • ten average sized

Physicians said the longest previ- 


ous case known to medical science 
of this type of paralysis was 59 day*. 


Fed through a nasal tube at first, 


a gustrostomy was performed Novem- 
ber 6 1934, and now Charles re- 
ceives his nourishment through an 
artificial entrance to his stomach.

factured by the thyroid gland of the 
neck, this juice hurries all the dif- 
ferent processes of the body, just as 
an open draft in the furnace makes 
the ^oal burn fiercely. Thus the 
nerves, heart,' stomach and other or- 
gans are under stress all the^time. 


To lessen the amount of this juice 


in the system, a large part of the 
thyroid gland1 'W now 'reteoved by 
surgeons. 
Should a little more than 


is necessary be removed some thyroid 
extract is given to the patient daily 
to make up the necessary amount. 


At one time this was considered 


a dangerous operation and patients 
travelled many miles to cities where 
this operation was performed. To- 
day every first class hospital has sur- 
geons performing this operation. 


However, more than surgical skill 


Is necessary to bring patients safely 
through this operation and Drs. W. 
O. Thompson, S. G. Taylor, 3rd, and 
K. A. Meyer, Chicago, believe that 
next to surgical skill the most im- 
portant factor in estimating the risk 
of the operation Is the condition of 
he patient before operation. 
Thus 


aside from the care with which

J*lt was long ago said that Infant 
mortality Is the most sensitive Index 
we possess of social welfare. The flg- 
ures suggest'that the decline In Infant 
mortality has been checked and that 
the rate for 1934 may be higher than 
any IB recent years. Moreover, the ad- 
vantage which the country baby for- 
merly possessed over the dry baby has 
disappeared, so that rural Infant mor- 
tality rates are now actually higher 
than city rates.

On Areaways 


The area-ways outside of basement 


windows may give the home owner 
trouble unless built to conform to 
good-construction principle*. 


The Trails of an areaway should 


be made of -A-ater-resistant masonry 
construction and preferably be damp- 
proofed on the outside. 
Further- 


more, they should be built into the 
foundation wall as an integral part 
of the house. 


The width of an areaway is gov- 


erned by the width of the basement 
window. 
It should not be wider 


than necessary. The distance between 
the foundation -wall and the outside 
wall should only be sufficient to ad- 
mit the necessary light and air re- 
quired in the basement. If the area- 
way is larger than necessary, tbero 
is an unnecessarily large opening for 
snow and rain water to enter and ac- 
cumulate. 
The smaller the opening 


the more it will be protected by the 
eaves of the house and any other pro- 
jections above the basement window. 


The bottom should be at lea*t »ii 


inches below the sill of the basement 
window, it is good practice, when 
possible, to have a drain in the bot- 
tom. 
This is especially desirable if 


the areaway is covered with a solid 
floor of water-resistant construction. 
Drains should carry the water away 
to a ditch, dry well, or to the sewer. 
When there is no drain in the bot- 
tom of the areaway the floor should 
not be o* solid, water-resistant con- 
struction, but-may be laid with brick. 


Effective Community 
Effort in Oregon City 


An interesting example of effec- 


tive community effort to increase 
employment and general business 
through repair and modernization of 
residential property, Is found In the 
report of such a campaign carried on j 
in a small Oregon city. 
! 


The chamber of commerce In the 


Oregon city after Inquiry and inves- 
tigation, found tbat a considerable 
number of the community workers 
were unemployed, while at the same 
time it was found that there was a 
need for additional and better dwel- 
lings in town. The a«slstance of the 
realtors, contractors and building ma- 
terial interests of the city was so- 
licited and given, and a moderniza- 
tion campaign for the community's 
homes was planned. 


Four 
sub-comrnlttees 
were 
ap- 


pointed; one to secure demonstra- 
tion projects, 
the second 
to list 


buildings in the city that needed im- 
provement or modernization; the 
third to contract and secure tbe co- 
operation of business men, builders, 
home owners and building material 
interests and fourth, an organization 
to handle publicity and devise means 
for bringing the demonstration pro- 
jects and the idea to the attention 
of the local public. 


The special committee in charge 


of the campaign decided to proceed 
with two home modernizing demon- 
stration projects, organized and di- 
rected by the chamber. These dem- 
onstration projects were financed by

Budgeting the Income for a New Home 


(Note.-—This Is the fifth of a 


serie* of articles pertaining to the 
mutual-mortgage Insurance pro- 
visions of the National Housing 
Act.

Once; the prospective home owner 


has learned of the advantages to be 
derived from the financing plan pro- 
vided by the National Housing Act, 
the next step toward the construction 
of & dwelling .is to determine how 
much he can afford to pay for a 
house and then 
to budget: 'that 


amount for necessary Items. 


First, the average monthly Income 


should be determined and the ques- 
tion asked: 
"How much can I af- 


ford to pay for rent, exclusive of 
heat, light, etc.?" This figure should 
be within 20 to 30 per cent of the 
average monthly income: 
-- •'•••• 


Then capitalize this net - rent fig- 


ure. 
Figure that it will cost ap- 


proximately f 10 a month per $1,000 
to "cany" the house. This $10 cov- 
ers interest, amortization, taxes, and 
insurance. It is to be remembered 
that over and above the $10 per 
thousand figure there will also be the 
additional costs of light, heat, main- 
tenance, and repairs. 


Therefore, If the prospective build- 


er discovers that he can afford $40 
a month rent, he can afford to car- 


ry a J4, 000 mortgage. If figured on 
the basis of an 80-per cent mortgage 
he would have to supplv 20 per cent 
or lljOOO cash or collateral; In oth- 
er words, making a total Investment 
of $5,000. 


Having arrived at the total cost of 


the home the next, step is to" budget 
expenditures to " make sure no more 
will be spent than can be afforded. 
The budget includes three items: 
Expenditures for land, for house, and 
for landscaping;

It has been found that the average 


home builder frequently overlooks 
the Item of landscaping (including 
the building of a driveway) in this 
original budget.

amount spent for land, bbuse am 
landscaping.

On the basis 'of -a $5,000 home th< 


home builder may figure" on f f din 18 
to 25 per cent for land, 5 to 15 pe 
cent for landscaping, and the remain 
der for the house.

the total, depending upon Indivldua 
requirements, location, topography

Floor squeaks often fan ho elim- 


inated 
To locate them, walk buck 


and forth over the floor from one 
end of the room to the other, mak- 
ing each trip about. 2 feet apart. 
Walk slowly and rent the weight 
firmly on the floor with each stop 
Then walk systematically back and 
forth across the width of the room. 
Mark the exact places on the floor 
over which the squeak* occur. Meas- 
ure .and record the distance to the 
spots'from the sides and ends of the 
room. 


If the Joists on which the floor Is 


laid are exposed on the underside. It 
Is then possible to locate the squeaky 
areas on the underside of the floor by 
using the measurement data obtained 
in the room.

Judge Hasbrouck Speaks 


Judge G. D. B. Hasbrouck was the 


second speaker of the evening and 
delivered a forceful 
and 
thought- 


provoking address on what this 
country and the world owes to the 
Dutch, drawing some 
comparisons 


between their attitude during 
the 


depression and that of the United 
States. 


He told of their waging war 
for 


80 years for religious liberty 
and 


their translating religious liberty In- 
to civil liberty. That Is, said he, the 
great contribution the 
Netherlands 


have made to the 
world, 
adding, 


"Our 
constitution 
was 
directed 


toward securing liberty; not ample 
enough in the original, they passed 
ten amendments to make it 
more 


certain. 


Among «ther things we got from 


the Dutch was our common school 
system, said the judge, "although," 
he added, "I am afraid our educa- 
tional system has developed entirely 
too much." 
Continuing, the speaker 


referred to another cardinal essential 
of government—Justice—taken from 
the Dutch. 
He commended the 


Dutch system of life tenure .for 
judges, saying it was the. only way 
for a judge to be independent and 
free from dictation. Reference was 
made to the recent independent ac- 
tion of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, when the nine judges 
unanimously agreed on a verdict 
against the President. He said that 
the states-had not followed this ex- 
ample of insuring judicial independ- 
ence and the system in the states 
was not so successful. • 


A Good Example 


The Judge intimated that this 


country might well have followed the 
Netherlands in balancing its budget. 
In keeping expenditures and income 
equal.

of New York or of 
the American 


Colonies 
prior to the year 1<75. 


This shall include those of vther for- 
mer aationalltie* who found in Hol- 
land a retnge or a home, and *ho*« 
descendant* in the male line cam* to 
this country ae Dutch «etllet*. speak- 
ing Dutch M their native tongae.
